mother. For about half a yedrT fought 
Coutifel of God in the thing; having 
always a deſire to be whete God would 
have mie. But havingall thiswhile; by 
niy felf and Frieiids, ugd all the hieains 
I could to provide a convenient Habj- 
tation,l met with conſtatit Difappoint- 
ments, 4s to thoſe Houſes which lay 
moſt conveilient for the Managetment 
of my Aﬀairs; which were Shipley, 
Codgrave and Bramitote 5 and as for 
London, 1 was perſwaded' it was too 
reniote from itly Buſineſs, 411d too far 
diſtant from Friends. Od Ofober the 
t 9th, 1883; (Winter being far come 
on, and Ways bad) I took up a Reſo- 
liition, With the advice of Friends, 
to ſertle at iny- bwii Houſe in _— 
ham; that T had bought upon the Figh- 
Pavement. F 2 Theſe 
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T heſe were the Reaſons that prevailed 
with me, 


1. Moſt of thoſe whom I conſulted 
with, were of opinion, where-ever 1 
went, I ſhould be liable to Sufferings, 
it I kept from ſinful Compliances, and 
might be as ſate in Nottingham as elſe- 
where. 

2. God did at that time wonder- 
_ fully incline my Self and Wife to make 
a trial of that-Houſe. 

3. It was at that time providential 
ly at liberty, the Tenant I had, being 
gone, and the Houſe upon my hands. 
And here '(though bleſſed be God, 
from my Marriage, I did not negle&t 
Family-Duties) I ſet upon a more 
ſtrict, conſcionable and methodical 
Diſcharge of all the Duties of Religt- 
on, both Publick, Family and Private, 
than before, and did ſtrive againſt the 
Sins of my Conſtitution, which I found 
were Pride of Heart, and Paſlion, &c. 


Many Troubles I met with, and was 
often diſturbed, yet it was not (thro 
Mercy) for inning againſt God, but

* preſently ſent to many Perſons in the 
* Town, if poſſibly, to get it read, but 
© (it ſeems) all in vain, either they 
© could not, or would not read it; A 
*yery great ſtir they .made about it, 
© concluding it was the D. of Mon- 
© mouths Declaration, and contained 4 
© Call to me to appear in Arms for his 
* Aſſiſtance. - 

Theſe were their idle and. un- 
grounded Conjectures, which put them 
upon threatning me in a moſt dread- 
ful mariner, and ſending out their 
Warrants to ſeize me either at Not- 
tingham or Devyby, that I might read 
the Letter, (as was alledg?d.) This 
Paper they never ſent me, nor could 
I poſſibly ſuddenly know the Contents 
of it ; though I did underſtand it _ 
49% rom 
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from my Brother Daniel Diſney, (who 
was that 'Term in Zondon.) I confeſs 
this Tidings did ſomewhat ſtartle me, 
and made me ſome Days then abſent 
my ſelf from my Habitation, as not 
knowing what Injury my reading the 
Characters might be to my Brother ; 
though I knew 1t could be none to me, 
(whatever it prov*d to be.) I there- 
fore thought it beſt to lie incognito, 
till I could underſtand from my Bro- 
ther what he had written in thoſe

vented: -* The D. of Monmonth's Army 
now inereaſing, things begun to be iti 
4 great Uproar and Confulion 3 many 
Gentlemen'of this County. were im- 
prifon?d;/- and ſeveral of them ſent to 
Weſtcheftet, *a Place far remote from 
therr Habitatrons, and ſo near the Sea, 
that People were hIPd with fad Ap- 
prehenſions, concerning the turther 
Conſequences of ſuch a remote Con- 
finemerit; many Rumours there were 
that.I ſhould be tetclPd in 1mmediate- 
iy : Friends advis'd nie to withdraw; 
which at firſt I did decline, as con- 
cluding-my Innocericy would he a ſuf- 
ficient Protection to nic 5 but when 1 
ſaw it did\hot-prove fo to others, and 
aid conſider the Character-Paper, (the 
Contents' of 'which 1 knew not) I 
took their Advice; and did abſcond 
about the 30th of Fune 1685; and (I 
bleſs Gol" did find nioſt hearty wel- 
come arid Þntertynment, ih the ſeve- 


ral Familfes the Lord: int his Ptovis - 
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But no ſooner was 1.gone than the 
Countriesround (as well as Derbyſhire) 
did ring with Hue-and-Crys after me; 
great Sums of Money: now offered for 
the taking me, by thoſe, who were as 
full of. Rage and Malice as could be, 
breathing out nothing but;/Fhreat- 
nings againſt me, ſnggeſting ' moſt 
wickedly and. falſly, ' that 1. had fur- 
niſhed the Duke with. 690; {. ;had en- 
tertained him two ..Months- in : my 

-Houſe, and, was certainly gone to him. 

Others as talſly reported, that I was 
taken with his Declarations in,my Poc- 
ket, and a Letter of Thanks from him 
for my. Kindneſs to him, inbefriend- 
ing his Intereſt. | | 

At my going away from - Ollercarr, 
I firſt went to Mansfield, upon the 29th 
of June 1685, (that Day. being: their 

Fair) whither (as I hear ſince) I was 
followed by the Sheriff of Nottimgham- 
ſhire, and was very much in danger; 
many I met upon the.Road (coming 
from the Fair) begg*d of me to have a 
care :of my ſelf,. for:great Inquiry was 
made after me, and ſearch for me. 'A 
little before that time, .I. being. in 
Cheſterfield upon Buſineſs with my 
Land- 
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Landlord Burton,(which occaſioned my 
ſtay 3 of'4 Hours) and had no ſooner 
taken: Horſe, than (as I underſtood 
ſince) Officers came tomy Inn to ſeize 
me. Here the watchful Eye of the 
Lord was/upon me for good. 

. On Mansfield Fair-day at night, Sol- 
diers came: to Ollercarr to apprehend 
me; others were making diligent 
ſearch for-me at Nottingham at a great 
many Houſes, giving me moſt revi- 
ling Language, and threatning - me 
with Death when ever taken; and 
ſome (as was reported) faid I ſhould 
never come to a Trial, for they would 
ſhoot me, and tear Bit from Bit where- 
ever they:met me: Theſe poor Wret- 
ches, who I never injur?d, but have of- 
ten ſerved; I can heartily pity, ' and. 
pray for, and if ever I'haye opportu- 
nity of ſerving them, do hope to let: 
then ſe& that my: Religion teackes-me: 
to do good to my.Enemies, and to.re- 
quite Evitwith Good 3 the Lord forgive 
them,” they know not what they do.

Upon the 5th of July, I came to Mr. 
S. where for better ſafety, I went by 
the name of ; there I had moſt 
friendly Entertainment, found him ex- 
ceeding good chearful Company him- 
ſelf, as thoſe alſo, who were ſeveral 
of that Neighbourhood that came to 
ſee me: Here I had very comfortable 
and Soul-refreſhing Society, and Satety 
while I ſtaid: And upon the 21ſt of 
Fuly 1685, upon the advice of very 
worthy and good Friends, ſuch as Mr. 
S. Brother S. &c. (belides my own 
Inclinations) to ſurrender my felt to 
the D. of N. I came away in the E- 
vening from -Mr. £. and therefore 
could reach no further than Duffeila 
G 3 | that 
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that Night: We got not thither till 
11 4 Clock, and therefore concluded 
it beſt to-ſtay at alittle Ale-houſe, at 
the hither End of the Town, that God- 
frey Batty knew, though I did not. 
And here I obſerv'd a great Provi- 
dence, the Watch-men of that Town 
juſt ſtood at the Door where we light- 
ed, being (I have cauſe to believe) at 
that time, in an eſpecial manner, di- 
rected to look ſtrictly for me, as I un- 
derſtand, all the Watch-men for ma- 
ny Miles round about my Houſe were 
directed to do. Theſe Watch-men 
demanded my Name, but Godfrey very 
prudently, by telling them his, pre- 
vented their further Inquiry ; there 
we lighted, and the Watch-men pre- 
ſently came in, who I entertain*d with 
Ale and Tobacco, and left Godfrey 
with them,whilſt I, in my Clothes and 
Boots, went to lie down upon a Bed in 
the next Room, being both Sleepy 
and Weary ; but now being under a 
ſlaviſh. Fear, and a diſquieted Mind, 
leſt I ſhould be taken before I had ſur- 
rendred, (for which the good Lord 
forgive me) though I did get 3 or-4 
hours Reſt, yet not one wink of Sleep.

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In the Morning early, the Conſtable 
came, who knocking at.the Window 
where I lay,L verily thought I had been 
ſurprized ; but it appeared, it was 
only to fee whether the Watch-men 
duly obſerved their Office:: the Land- 
lord askK*d Godfrey my Name, which he 
refuſed then to tell him, but promiſed 
he would the next time he {ſawchim ; 
which,3s the Lord ordered it,did ſatis- 
fy; though he told him he could ſtop 
and ſecure me if he would. - 

By6 a Clock, on Wedneſday Mor- 
ning, I got to my Houſe at Ollercarr ; 
and though in the way I met with and: 
ſaw ſeveral People, . who (I believe 
moſt, - if not all) knew me, yet: 
through the Lord's Reſtraints, none: 


. to hurt me. 


By 9 a Clock that Morning, after I 
had ſtay*d about 2 Hours with my Dear 
Wife, (whom I had not ſeen of long 
before, and was her ſelf under ſome - 
Trouble, and having Warrants out a- 
gainſt her, as was ſaid, was alittle 
before forc'd to keep from home)—. I 
went to Mr. T. at Wallen-wells, who 
being abroad, came not Home till. 8 a 


Clock that Night, — I acquainted him: 
G 4 with 


_— —— 
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with my Deſign of ſurrendring my 
ſelf to the Duke of Newcaſtle, and de- 
fired his Company with me ; I percet- 
ved him timorous and ſomething ſny;-- 
he told me he would not do it till he 
had obtained firſt the Duke's leave to 
that purpoſe; upon which (by a Let- 
ter on purpoſe) he acquaints the Duke 
with my deſire to ſurrender my ſelf to 
him. To which the Duke made this 
Return on Thurſday Morning ; he gave 
him many Complements -and Thanks 
for his Letter, but told him that as for 
Mr. Diſney, he might ſecure him, and 
expected that he came along with him. 
Upon this ſtartling Anſwer, | began to 
think I had taken a wrong Method in 
this Surrender, and did expect nothing 
leſs (from the Duke's Letter) than be- 
ing ſent to Nottingham Goal. That 
Day about 4 a Clock we went to Wel- 
b:ck, when I feared to find him the 
more ſevere upon me, becauſe of the 
Corporation-men of Nottingham, who 
(1 underſtood) dined with him that 
Day. Bur herel again experienced the 
Goodneſs of the Lord, who had fo 
wonderfully moderated his Spirit, that 
1 found him very caim and kind; I ac- 
quainted 
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quainted him, that I underſtanding he 
had ſent his Warrant out againſt me 
ſome time. fince, I was now come to 
wait upon him to know his Pleaſure. 
He replied, he never ſent out any War- 
rant againſt me, nor had he any thing 
to charge me with, only a great Ru- 
mour there was of a Character-Paper 
directed to me, which the Aldermen 
of Nottingham had ſent to King and 
Council ; that therefore 1t was conve- 
nient I ſhould be forth-coming, till he 
had acquainted the King and the Lord 
Lieutenant of Derbyſhire with my Sur- 
render; and did not doubt -but 'in a 
Week's time he ſhould receive Orders 
for my Liberty. In the mean time, he 
wiſt*d me to make choice of any-Friend 
in the County to be -withal. — I named 
my Uncle Zee,which he readily appro- 
ved of, ſent his Servant and Letter 
with me.— And thither we came on 
Friday Morning about 15 a Clock, 
there I had kind Reception and friend- 
ly Entertainment, as alſo my Wife and 


* 2 Servants with me : Here again the 


Devil ſet his Agents a-work to raiſe 
flanderous and lying Reports of me ; 
by ſome it was reported, that the Al- 
dermen 
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dermen of Nottingham were drawing 
up a Paper againſt me, to ſend to Lon 
don ; others that I was run away Ppri- 
vately from my Uncle Zee; ſome that 
I was a Priſoner at Newark ;, others re- 
ported me hanged in the Welt, at the 
ſame time the Lady Zi/ie was executed; 
others ſaid that John Ol:ver of Lincoln, 
was juſt going to London to ſwear Trea- 
ſon againſt me, and ſome others; but 
I might eaſily prevent and ſtop him, 
by laying an Action I had upon him, 
and fo impriſon him : But this Counſel 
I utterly diſliked, and bleſs God none 
of theſe things did much move me. A 
Paſſage in my Diary giving this Reaſon 
for it, © Ican heartily truſt the Lord, 
* who has all along been my Helper ; 
© I can with Comfort enough ſet a ſin- 
© gle God againſt all mine Enemies. 
Whilſt I was at my Uncle Lee's, 
( which was between 5 and 6 Weeks ) 
my Uncle was unwearied in his Pains 
for me; going twice to Nottingham, 
thrice to the D. of N. and once to 
Ollercarr, in my behalf; was very ſol- 
licitous and deſirous to ſet me right a- 
mongſt thoſe that had aſperſed me, 
the, Lord requite him more than I can. 


Auguſt 
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rom. þ 10, 1685. my Uncle Lee re- 
turned from tne D. of N. acquainted 
me the D. was much troubled for my 
long Confinement, but could not help 
it; that he had ſent 3 ſeveral Letters 
to the Lord Sunderland to know the 
King's Pleaſure about me, but could 
receive no Anſwer. He concluding 
they had nothing againſt me, was wil- 
ling he ſhould upon his own Head, and 
without Order ſet me at Liberty; and 
if poſſible afterwards take advantage 
againſt him for ſo doing ; he being ſen- 
ſible they watc*d to take Pique againſt 
him, reſolved he would giveno advan- 
tage; Therefore, by a fourth Letter, 
acquaints the Lord Sunderland, that he 
was reſolved he would not ſet me at 
Liberty, without the King's Order, 
and delired to hear (with what ſpeed 
might be) his Pleaſure about it. 
On Auguſt 26, 1685. being at Zin- 
coln with my Uncle Lee, my Mother 
Diſney gave me a Letter, Ben. Bromhead 
brought from London, from my Couſin 
W.. Diſney ſome 3 Days before he died 
(who was executed as Printer of the 
Duke of 2. Declaration) full of ear- 
neſt Deſires, that I would take —_—

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his Daughter with me (ſhe being both 
Fatherleſs and Motherleſs): The which 
(by the Grace of God) I ſhall do, and 
look upon her as a Child Providence 
has caſt upon me as my own. The 
Letter bore Date the 26th of June, 
1585. had lain ſome time before King 
and Council ere it was ſuffered to 
be ſent to me ; but bleſſed be God it 
did me no hurt. 

Auguſt 28, 1685, being Friday, the 
D. of N. by a Servant on purpoſe, 
gave me tidings of my Liberty by a 
Letter he ſent me, which he had recei- 
ved from the Lord Sunderland, to this 
purpoſe ; That it was the King's Plea- 
ſure and Command, that I ſhould be 
ſet at Liberty, upon ſuch Security as 
his Grace thought fit. And now here?s 
Food for Faith to feed upon, a gracious 
return to Prayer. Thns the Lord was 
pleaſed to reltrain the Hands of wick- 
ed Enemnes, that had threatned me [I]; 
and to influence the Hearts of great 
Men to do me Good. I have experi- 
enced with the Pfalmiſt, Pſal. 31. 13. 
For I have heard the Slander of many : 
fear was on every ſide, whilſt they took 
counſel together againſt me, they deviſed

Goodneſs of the Lord in the Land of the 
Lwving. | And have good encourage- 
ment with holy David to ſay, At what 
time I am afraid, - I will truſt in the Lord.
